April 15.— (Ily Associ 


ated P re ss)— Legal advisers of gov­ 


ernm ent agencies interested in liquor 


regulations examined statutes and ex­ 


ecutive orders without finding speci­ 


fic legal authority by which the in 


tarnal revenue bureau might enforce 
war-time prohibition after July I. 
President Wilson, under the o v e r­ 
man act giving him authority to trans 
fer functions I rom one departm ent to 
another, might delegate the authority 
to the revenue bureau, some lawyers 
declared. 
However, this still would 
leave the bureau 
without adequate 
funds to pay the coats of m aintaining 
a large federal police force, 
unless 
there is somg legislation at an early 
special A e s s i jag* u t. Congress. 
Suggestions received today did not 
change m aterially the air of uncer­ 
tainty over the question of how pro­ 
hibition is to be enforced after July 
I, as caused by 
Internal 
Revenue 
Commissioner R oper’s announcem ent 
that his bureau had no authority, nor 
the funds to carry out the* enforce - 1 
m eat m easures properly.
